Of the Arabs Bread, Drink, 
and Eatables. 


"HE Arabs live moſtly upon Milk 
L diet, Hone , Oyl, Rice ad other 
Pulſe, and upon Beef, Mutton, Goats 
Fleſh and Hens : They eat three 1ons 
of Bread, which they bake as they wal! 
it, becauſe they make it up withou 
Leaven and it is good only the Ui 
"tis bak'd ; what was -left the DIY 
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fore, is fit for none but the Dogs. The 
© ſort is made as follows : I hey grind 
the Corn with a little Mill they have in 
their Huts, and which they ufe when 
they are in Places where there 1s neyer 
n Water- Mill, for as for  Wind-mills 
there are none in that Country.) They 
kindle a Fire in a large Stone Pitcher, 
and when it is hot, they mix the Meal 
in Water as we do to make Paſte, and 
(bb it with the Hollow of their 
Hinds upon the outſide of the. Pitcher, 
and this ſoft pappy Dough ſpreads, and 
Wis bak'd in an Ioftant ; the Heat of the 
Pitcher having dried up all its Moiſture, 
the Bread comes off in {mall thin Slices 
Wlike one of our Wafers ;, this Baking 1s ſo 
quickly done, that 1n a very little Time 
one has a ſufficient quantity of it.
